There was Gordon and 
Walsh, Morgan and Pugh, Berry, Jones, 
Vest, Cockrell, Blackburn and Daniel end 
Lindsay, southern men against whom the 
breath of slander was never heard until to- 
day, when this man made his base charge. 
General Butler declared if Tillman dared 
submit to a primary he would beat him 
three to one before the people. but when 
he had to contend with the rings and packed 
conventions Tillman built up, he was eat a 
disadvantage.

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COAL MINES ON FIRE. 


Three Men Die and Fifteen More Are in 
a Dangerous Condition. 


THE DEED OF A FIENDISH STRIKER, 


One Hundred Non-Union Men Were 
Working at the Time. 


FIFTY WERE CUT OFF BY THE FLAMES. 


They Had to Rush Through the Fire and 
Smoke—Several Were Overcome and 
Fell, but Were Taken Out 


Birmingham, Ala., June 20.—(Special.)— 
Shortly after 2 o’clock today fire was dis- 
covered in the Mary Lee mines, about four 
hundred feet from the mouth. The alarm 
was given and the work of rescuing the 
miners was immediately begun. Qne hun- 
dred miners were at work in the mine at 
the time the fire was discovered and it’ Was 
difficult to get to the men who were on 
the other side of the fire. Fifty miners 
were between the fire and the bottom of 
the mine. The fire when discovered was in 
a big blaze. Wives, children and friends of 
the imprisoned men crowded around the 
mouth of the mine to assist in the rescuing 
of husbands, fathers and brothers. 

The work went on slowly. Tram, cars 
were let down and the prisoners crowded 
in and were rushed through the dense 
smoke and flames. Some of the men be- 
came impatient, attempted to walk through 
the smoke and fell to the floor overcome 
by the smoke and flames. As soon as they 
could, men from the outside would rush 
in and get them. Physicians were hastily 
summoned. 

Superintendent Jack Whalen was among 
the first to be brought to the top of the 
mine. The physicians went to work on him 
but he gave a few gasps and died. 

The next tram car brought out eight. 
They were all suffering, but all except G. 
W. Baskins were saved. 

It was late in the afternoon when the 
roll was called. It was found that 4ll of 
the fifty men from the bottom side of the 
mine were out. ’ 

The dead are: Jack Whalen, G. W. Bas- 
kins, Willie McKenzie and Ed Smith. 

At least fifteen men are yet ima preca- 
ricus condition. The fifty men on the top 
side of the mine managed to get out with- 
out assistance. 

As soon as it was ascertained that all the 
miners had escaped, attention was paid to 
the fire. Hose was sent by the Birming- 
ham fire department. Up to a late hour 
tonight the fire was still burning. The 
mine is the property of the Mary Lee Coal 
and .Railway (Sompany. They have been 
working non-union miners since the strike 
began. The fire started in a lot of trash 
which was thrown to one side and showed 
signs on incendiarism. There is much dis- 
tress about the place. Women and children 
ure weeping on all sides. This is the 
worst disaster about the mines that has 
cceurred in some time. 

All the dead are whites. 

Those dangerously injured by gas are: 
John white, J. A. Barker, Jack Barker, W. 
H. Hammond, D. H. Mason, D. G. Moore, 
L. A. Miller, G. W. Beskine, William 
Chuntley—all white; George Washineton, 
Henry~ Lightsey, Burt Hudson, Martin 
Lightsey, Ed Benney, John Wright—ne- 
groes.

Republican, Sentiment Is Turning to the 


Ex-President’s Sop, 
A STRONG NAME T0 CONJURE WITH. 


Harrison Is Regarded asa Political 
Back Number. 


MKINLEY IS BADLY HANDICAPPED. 


Tom Réed Is Anxious to Get the Nomina- 
tion, but His Own Party Leaders 7 
Are Airaid of Him. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 18.—(Special.- Cor- 
respondence.)—What is regarded as a lar@e 
sized tip on the presidential race of 1896 
has been given out here in the last few 
days. Ex-PdStmaster General James has 
béen here looking after the affairs of the 
East Tennessee Land Company, owners of 
the boom prolfibition town of Harriman and 
of its environs and enterprises. General 
James is one of the receivers of the com- 
pany and represents also a large number of 
capitalists, who are interested in reviving 
the activity and prosperity of these proper- 
ties. 

He Names Bob Lincoln. 

He has talked very freely concerning polit- 
ical prospects and on the presidential ques- 
ti@n does not hesitate to say that Hon. 
Rebert Todd Lincoln, ex-Secretary of war 
and ex-minister to England, will be the 
probable and the strongest candidate for 
the republican party in 1896. 

This prediction agrees with ‘the strong un- 
dercurrent of Opinions recently expressed by 
leading men of that party in Washington 
city. It is taken for granted that the can- 
didate must be “a western man.” 

MeKintey Is a Jonah. 

McKinley, will not do. His name is in- 
separable from that most odious of high 
protection acts that bears his name and 
which has been freely admitted by republi- 
eans in the house and senate during th® 
present tariff debate to have gone away 


beyond the desires and long-sufferance of 
the American peopie.

Harrison Is a Back Number. 

So far as the ex-president of “grané4d- 
father’s hat’’ fame, is concerned, his pros- 
pects. may be taken as timed by grand- 
fatier’s «lock, whieh has ‘stopped short, 
never to go again!’ I read a. iectter from 
one of the leading republicans of Nebraska, 
written a few days ago, in which the writer 
stated that after’ a great deal of travel 
through the west it was too plain to doubt 
that ‘‘Harrison is a back number” in that 
resion. The author of the letter has al- 
ways been a Ben Harrisonite and gives up 
his idol with regrets, but necessarily” 
He said the renomination of Harrison would 
drive hundreds of thousands of western 
and northwestern voters inte the democratic 
or populist parties. The principal reason 
is that ‘“‘they just don’t want him!’ 

Allison Is Not in It. . 

It is also evident that Senator Allison 
is no longer to be seriously regarded as a 
presidential possibilfty. fe has been so 
fearful of doing something that would 
hurt his prospects and has nursed his lit- 
tle boomlet so long and carefully that he 
has smothered itinhis arms. It isa dead 
infant and its daddy doesn’t seem to know 
it. Even in Iowa the desultory talk of his 
yartisans about his chances are ridiculed, and 
at Washington, during thirty days of resi- 
dence and daily intercourse with public 
men, I did not hear Allison once named as a 
probable entry in the national handicap of 
1896. 

Tom Reed for a Tail-Ender. 

Nor are there any tangible tokens out- 
side of Joe Maniley’s yawping and the echo- 
yapping of a few Maine newspapers, that 
Tom Reed is going to be formidable. He is 
dead anxious, of course, to try the spread- 
ing act in the armchair now filled by 
Grover Cleveland, but it seems hard for 
even his own party friends to conceive to 
themselves ‘“[Tom Reed as president.”” He 
is bulky, brainy, brutal, but yet not an 
ideal man for the calm, judicial administra- 
tive functions _of a president. He makes 
an able and audacious czar for a turbu- 
lent congress, but would evidently be more 
a misfit in the white house than Harrison, 
whose cold demeanor and exasperating 
frankness of egotism offended and made 
enemies of the Farwells, Quays, et id 
omne genus, in his own party. Reed is in 
nubibus, too, on the financial and other 
party policies that should go to the front 
in 1896. 

So that the Lincoln boom will not have 
a hard time forging to the front if it once 
gets its legs under it. And that it is putting 
these quietly in evidence cannot be doubted. 
Not iong ago General Longstreet wrote vig- 
orously in favor of Lincoln and predicted 
his nomination in 1896. An‘ interview with 
the general will give you a view of his good 
reasons for that opinion. Have a talk witg 
him and with Ed Angier, of Atlanta.

This wit- 
ness testified to expressing himself es heing 
in favor of a, mob on the night of, 
the tragedy to lynch the Bowmans. Tne 
oth@r two witnesses testified as to the af- 
fair in the same strain. 

Public opinion seems to be against the 
Bowmans. Eugene Jeffers was a beardless 
boy, nineteen years of age, and weighing 
but one hundred and fifteen pounds, while 
either of the Bowmans will weigh more 
than one hundred and sixty pounds and are 
over twenty-five years of age. 

About fifty witnesses are to be examined. 
The most important ones have Leen examin- 
ed already and the trial will be continued 
very rapidly. 

John 8S. Martir, Demetrius Myers, Frank 
kuwards and E. Kelthan were examined 
this afternoon in the Bowman case. Their 
evidence was mostly as to what dccurred 
after the shvoting had taken place. The in- 
terest in the case is growing. 


IT KILLED THE FIREMAN. 


A Locomotive Boiler Explodes in the 
Mountains with Fatml Results. 
Knoxville, Tenn., June 20.—(f&pecial.)—The 
boiler of. an engine on tae Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad exploded today at 
Hiawaseé station, eizhty-eight miles from 
Knoxville, with fearful results. One man’s 
head was blown off, two others were fa- 
tally wounded and another’s life was sav@i 

by a miracle. 

At Hiawassee the regular passenger en- 
gine was detached from the tratn and sent in 
over the mountain, its place being taken 
by an eighty-five ton Baldwin .mountain 
climber. This engine has no tender, its 
water tank being on the side. Its wheels 
are very low. Today, just as the “moun- 
tain climber’ was backed up to the train 
a loud explosion was heard, and pieces of 
engine were thrown fifty yards, 

When the trainmen reached the engine, 
the fireman, James Deveris was found with 
his head crushed. 

His father, the engineer, James Deveris, 
Sr., was.stoppping down to connect the 
air brakes and escaped with slight bruises. 

The dome of the engine blew directly over 
him and demolished the front of the bag- 
gage car and fatally injured the baggage 
master, James Sangis. 

Oliver D. Bently, brakeman, was also fa- 
tally injured. 

All save Sangis live at Hiawassee, where 
the climber is kept. Sangis lives in Ma- 
rietta. Parts of the engine were found in 
the river and the bell was found a hun- 
dred yards away. The engine is, perhaps 
the heaviest in the south’ and. hence the 
explosion was tremendous. 

The cause seems to be unknown and my- 
terious. Examination reveals nothing.

REFORM NEEDED IN CITY AFFAIRS, 


The Municipal Government Has Been

New York, June 19.—(Special Correspond.

_ Ex-Senator Ingalls. 

The story that ex-Senator John J. Ingalls 
has declined the editorship of a big New 
York city daily newspaper recails the con. 
nection of his name with the editorial man- 
agement of Truth several months ago. lt 
was declared that the ex-senator, just after 
he dropped out of the United States senate 
had been offered $15,000 a year to take the 
editorship of Truth. He did not become the 
editor. : 

“I was never more surprised in my life,” 
said the ex-senator to the writer once, in 
speaking of the story of the paper, *“‘than 
with the change which Truth has under- 
gone. Why, when I was mentioned in con- 
neotuuon with the editorship, I was to con- 
duct a-sort of weekly review of current 
events on a very high plane. That was the 
scheme then, but Editor Hall has taken an 
entirely different view of weekly journalism; 
and seems to have made a phenomenal hit 
in Striking illustrations. Yes, I was offered 
a very large salary to edit the paper, but 
declined, and was then asked to become a 
contributor over my own name. This’ I 
did for a short while, but it takes me a 
good while to write for publication. I can 
talk volubly enough, but when it comes to 
placing myself or my thotghts on paper 
tor publication I want time to think—think 
well and several times before allowing the 
copy to get out of my hands. This may 
seem strange for a man who talks as much 
as I do. I am a very slow writer—might 
say ponderously slow—when I am engaged 
in writing something which may come up 
fer discussion.”’ 

it was in this same interview that the 
ex-senator confessed that he was defeated’ 
by Mrs. Lease, of Kansas. He declared 
that he could not get back at her attacks~ 
she was a woman, and’ that meant a great 
deal when taken from the political stump 
standpoint.

City Politics. 

There will be a struggle for a reform in 
ur city government, 

In regard to wise action by the legislature, 
it is notorious that we are able to get that 
only on compulsion. Mr. Acker cites the 
rapid transit act and the bill depriving 
the sheriff of $6,000 from the fees of his 
office as samples of the municipal benefits 
which would never have been granted by 
Tammany hall. He forgets that these 
favors were fairly wrung from the legisla- 
ture by repeated. popular demands, that 
before it was granted the rapid transit 
act was altered and doctored in such a 
way as to weaken its commission and 
delay the date of going into effect for six 
rnonths, and he forgets also that the munic- 
ipal government provided by the. proposed 
amendment would not necessarily be a 
Tammany government. 

But the chief lapsus in Mr. Acker’s state 
ment is to be found in his failure to enume- 
erate unwise legislative acts for the city. 
The same legislature that passed the rapid 
transit act passed also, under the stimulus 
of a corruption fund of $85,000, the bill in- 


creasing police salaries $400,000 a year. Only. 


a few years ago another legislature in- 
creased the number of our worthless police 
justices from eleven to fifteen, with salaries 
of $8,000 each, and we have had to bear tliat 
burden ever since, Legislature after legis- 
lature has refused to give us any reform 
in our police justice bench, gnd bills hos- 
tile to the city’s interest are passed by the 
score, in spite of all protest, because the 
rural members whose votes enact them 
are responsible to constituencies which 
know nothing about the city’s interests 
and care nothing about the conduct cf their 
representatives towards them. 

The Tribune asks why its party “should 
not pursue this year the ordinary and 
regular proceedings of political parties by 
holding its own conventions &nd making 
its own straight party nominations.” 

Because good government in this city 
is not a political question. It has no rela- 


tion to the political issues which divide 


the two egreat parties. It is a business 
question upon which honest citizens of all 
parties should unite. And because, in the 
second place, the republican party is in a 
minority of 70,000, compared with the demo- 
crats alone. On a straight party issue it 
cannot hope to succeed. In preventing a 
necessary and hopeful union it would 
straighten the path to Tammany success, 

Republicans mistake the hour and the 
temper of the people if they fancy that 
this is a favofable time for spoile and party 
supremacy. The same is equaily true of 
the “state democracy.” A republican boss 
is no better than a Tammany boss. A 
“state democracy machine’ is no better 
than any other machine, 

The election of last November, which 
proved a staggering blow to Tammany and 
paved the way to its overthrow, was an 
uprising against bossism and machine domi- 
nation of any and every kind, The fruits 
of that uprising are to be reaped, not by 

utting straight fickets into the field, Dut 
py uniting on one ticket which will present 
and undivided front to the enemy.

The 
accident has cast a shadow over the gay- 
eties of the season and expressions of syim- 
pathy are heard from many quarters. His 
symptoms are considered more fuvorable to- 
night. 


ANTI-LORDS CONFERENCE. 


The Resolutions Passed at the Meet- 

ing at Leeds. 

London, June 20.—The anti-lords con- 
ference, which was organized by the Na- 
tional Liberal Federation, was formally 
opened in Albert Hall, Leeds, today, in the 
presence of 2,W0 delegatesS and auditors. The 
conference, Was called to order by Spence 
Watson, who, in his opening speech, de- 
Cclared that the attitude of the house of 
lords was unbearable. He counseled the 
conference therefore to take up the question 
and fight it to the end. The conference, he 
said, in view of the great importance of its 
work, ought to be clear, practical and unit- 
ed in its resolutions. He warned the dele- 
gates against dangerous schemes which 
would be likely to impair their unity. Mr. 
Watson insisted that the ultimate sovereign- 
ty of the empire must rest with the*people 
therecf. He then moved the first resolution, 
which is as follows: 

‘Resolved, First, That the power now ex- 
excised by_the house of lords to mutilate 
and reject measures passed by the represen- 
tatives of the pecple in the house of cam- 
inons,has been systematically used to defeat 
relorms, is imconsistent with the right of 
free, popular seif-government, and should 
cease to exist.’’ 

Several prominent liberals supported Mr. 
Watson’s remarks, and were invited by him 
tO make independent speeches, Secretary 
Hianford, of the Railway Servants’ Society, 
Seconded the resolution and denounced the 
house cf lords for its treatment of labor 
questions. Other speeches were made in the 
Same strain. One delegate in a loud voice 
interrupted the chairman as he was about 
ot eee the resolution to a vote and cried 
out: 

“What about the lords’ gambling and rac- 
ing? No mention is made of these in the 
resolution?’ 

This question was received with cheers 
and laughter. The resolution was then 
adopted. The second resolution was then 
moved by Mr. Hobson, as follows: 2 

“Resolved, Second, That the meeting call 
upon the government to introduce a meéeas- 
ure for the abolition of the uwouse of lords’ 
veto power, by providing that whenever ‘a 
bill passed by the commons shall be altered 
or rejected by the lords, the same bi!l may 
be reaflirmed by the commons, with or with- 
out such alteration, be subject only to royal 
assent, and thereupon become law.’’ 

Mr. Labouchere moved a substitute de- 
Ciaring that the lords ought to be abolished, 
being useless and dangerous und demanding 
that the government introduce a bill for the 
abolition of the house of lords. In his 
speech supporting his substitute, ‘Labou- 
chere declared that so long as hereditary 
legisiators exisied government was a farce. 

Mr. Labouchere’s amendment was second- 
ed by Sir Wilfred Lawson. He declared that 
the house of lords was a mediaeval mon- 
Strosity, composed of hereditary miscreants 
who ought to be deprived of their yower to 
do evil, and continued his denunciatory re- 
marks at some length. 

Mr: Labouchere’s amendment, or substi- 
tute was rejected by a large majority. 

The original resolution was carried,as wag 
also the ‘third resolution which declared& 
‘That the meeting assures the government 
of the resolute support of the party in any 
steps that may be deemed necessary to 
enforce the passage of this great constitu- 
tional reform.”’

“We recognize the fact which is patent to 
everybody, that there has been more or less 
shrinkage in value during the past four 
years, and believing it best and wisest to 
adapt the assessment to it, and also in re- 
cognition of the general demand of the tax- 
payers, we recommend a horizontal reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent in the assessment for 
this year. The levy will be $1.25 on a total 
assessment of $15,500,000.

Colonel Virgil Powers, State Railway 
Commissioner, Is Dead. 


HIS . LIFE WAS LONG AND USEFUL. 


Nervous Prostration Broughtonthe Fatal 
Illness— Married for Mor: Than Half a 
Ceutury—The Funeral Today. 


Macon, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)—The peo- 
ple of Atlanta and of the state of Georgia 
will be shocked and grived to hear of the 
death of Colonel Virgil Powers, state rail- 
road commissioner. Shocked, because it 
was not generally known that this useful 
and honorable citizen was criticalliy 
Grieved—because he was esteemed as one of 
Georgia’s purest and best men. In ali the 
relations of life Virgil Powers was true to 
himself, his country and his God.~A kind- 
lier, gentler spirit never breathed in the 
breast of man. He attained the acme of 
human purity. Colonel Powers has been in 
feeble healtk several months. About two 
weeks ago he had an attack of nervous 
prostration caused by heart trouble. He 
has been in bed ever since. Within the past 
day or two there was thought to be an im- 
provement in his condition, and there was 
hope that he might rally and get out again, 
but last night he had a severe attack and 
sank into unconsciousness, from which he 
never revived, and died this morning at 
10:40 o’clock at his residence on High street 
in this city. 

The deceased was born in Effingham 
county, Georgia, about seventy-four years 
ago. He adopted civil engineering as a 
profession and started business life as a 
rodman on the Central raflroad. tie did 
much railroad building and then entered 
into the active operation of railroads. He

moved to Macon some years before the late 
war. He first became best known to the 
public as superintendent of the Southwest- 
ern railroad. He resigned this position to 
accept the office of general commissioner of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation, with headquarters in Macon, but 
the office was afterwards removed to At- 
lanta. Colonel Powers served in this ca- 
pacity ten or twelve years at a salary of 
$10,000 per annum. He finally resigned, and 
Governor Northen appointed him a memper 
of the state rallWay comunission, which 
position he held at the time of nis death, 
tis term would have expired about Octovper, 
1895. He was also one of the commissioners 
of pubile works of Macon, and a charter 
member of the board of public. scnooi edu- 
cation of Bibb county, which position he 
nas held about twenty-two years. ite was 
a progressive amd public spirited man in 
every way. o 

Coionel Powers was faithful and efficient 
in the discharge of every public or official 
duty required of him, and while his nature 
Was gentle and manner mild, he had a 
firm ‘character, and nothing could swerve 
him a hair’s breadth from the line of duty 
and conviction. His life has been pure 
and holy, and his days have been full of 
goodness, mercy and Kindness to his fellow 
man. (He never passed harsh judgment, 
and could always forgive and forget. The 
world has been made happier and better by 
his living. The peopie mourn his death 
and revere his memory. 

Colonel ; had been married 
fifty years. 4 ife and six children, 
eral grandchildren and other relatives sur- 
vive him. He was a’fond and devoted hus- 
band and a loving and indulgent father. 

The funeral services will be held tomor- 
row afternoon at 5 o’clock from the First 
Baptist church, of which he had long been 
a devout and zealous member.

Chandler Jumps on Kyle and Charges 
Him with a Deal. 
Washington, June 20.—The progress made 
by the senate today in the way of getting 
through the tariff bill might, almost be 
called phenomenal. Beginning at 10:30 
o’clock a. m. on the 113th page of the bill, 
it had reached in five hours the 135th page. 
Then, at one jump, with hardly an im- 
pediment or objection, forty-five more pages 
were wiped out, and all the administrative 

sections of the bill were eliminated. 

The tariff bill was taken up at the para- 
graph placing salt on the free list. Mr. 
Peffer moved to strike it out and put a 
duty of 5 cents per hundred pounds on salt, 
He was supported by Messrs. Quay, Piatt, 
Hawley and Allison, but the motion was 
voted down, 24 to 33. Messrs. Allen and 
Kyle, two other populists, voted against 
Mr. Peffer. 

Putting Them on Record. 

Paragraph 641—‘‘aJl sugars’’—having been 
reached and the amendment of the finance 
ccmmittee being to strike it out, Mr. Ald- 
rich demanded the yeas and nays, saying 
that he wanted to Know who was in favor 
of free sugar and who not. 

The paragraph was stricken out—yeas, 3; 
nays, 22, 

Two populists—Messrs. Allen and Kyle— 
and one republican—Mr, Quay—voted with 
the democrats to strike out the para- 
graph. 

Mr. Kyle stated that the vote which he 
had just given was not to be taken as an 
indication that he would vote in the same 
way when all the schedules of the bill were 
made up, and when the bill was reported 
to the senate. 

Mr. Allen made a statement to the like 
effect and almost in the same language, 
with the addition that he had thus far 
voted with the finance committee on the 
subject of sugar and on many other sub- 
jects for the purpose of getting action on 
the bill, 

In the next paragraph (642) the word “re- 
finer’ was struck out after the word 
‘‘sulphur.’’ 

In the next paragraph (643) sulphuric 
acid, a proviso was added that upon sul- 
phuric acid imported from any country 
which imposed a duty upon sulphuric acid 
exported from the United States, the pres- 
ent rate of duty shail be levied. 

Mr. Allen moved to insert as a new para- 
graph, lumber of any sort, planed or 
iinished. 

After some colloquy, he withdrew it and 
moved to-add to paragraph 676, “sawed 
boards, plank, deals and.other lumber,” 
the words “rough or dressed,”’ 

Chandler Charges a Trade. 

Mr. Chandler, in one of his extremely bit- 
ter speeches, recalled Allen’s statement of 
half an hour ago that.he had not yet 
made up his mind what his final vote on 
the bill would be. The senator from Ne- 
braska now wanted free lumber, and, of 
course, he could get it—because that was 
the understanding. He (Mr. Chandler) did 
not expect to prevent this transaction that 
was now going cn; but he did have a 
curiosity to know whether the bargain was 
yet completed: whether the _ transaction 
might be considered as closed, and whether 
the senator from Nebraska had finally con- 
cluded how he would vote finally on the 
bill. 

Mr. Allen desired to say, in as polite 
language as he could use tq the senator 
from New Hampshire, that his statement 
or insinuation that there was any bargain 
between himself and any senator in charge 
of the bill was entirely untrue; and he was 
inclined to think that the senator from 
New Hampshire knew it to be untrue at 
the time he made it. He proposed to vote 
as he saw fit. If the bill, when finished, 
should be in his judgment a better measure 
than the present tariff Jaw, he wuuld vote 
for it; if not, he would vote against it. 

Voting on Free Lumber. 

After some further personalitics between 
Mr, Ailen and Mr. Chandler, .Mr. Allen's 
amendment was adopted—yeas, 23; nays, 21. 
It made paragraph 678 of the free list read: 
“Sawed boards, plank, deals, and other 
lumber, rough or dressed.”’ 

The vote in detail was:

The state convention does not meet 


until the 2d of August, and in the mean- 


time the opponents of the democracy 
are not only actively in the field, but 
they are effecting a thorough and syste- 
Inatic organization in every county and 
in every militia district in the state. 

If democrats are to fight among them- 
selves from now until the 2d of August 
their opponents will be blessed with a 
condition which should not exist, and 
which, while being fortuitous to the op- 
position will be both demoralizing and 
dangerous to the democracy. 

It is apparent now, however much we 
may regret to admit the defeat of Gen- 
eral Evans, that Mr. Atkinson will be 
nominated. He already has 144 of the 
delegates elected, and it is simply a 
question of a few days before he will 
have a clear majority of the convention. 

It has been a phenomenal campaign, , 
and Mr. Atkinson has developed a speed 
Which has astonished even his most 
The result is attrib- 
utable not only to Mr. Atkinson’s ability 
as a@ campaigner, but more especially 
to the exceeding care with which he 
has been groomed and the experienced 
and masterly training of his political at- 


earnest advocates. 


tendants, who have held the reins at 
every curve of the campaign, and who 
have now turned down the home-stretch 
to complete the most remarkable circle 
run in years. There were slight breaks 
in Coffee, in Telfair, in Oconee and in 
Fannin counties, but somehow or other, 
the people did not seem to mind them, 
and Mr. Atkinson’s lead, which was 
bad enough, for us, three weeks ago, has 
gone from .bad to worse, until the finish 
is in sight long before. the convention 
grand stand is reached.

| terday set forth the fact that at a meet- 


ing of bank presidents held in New 
York city Mr. Williams, of the Chemical, 
took a serious view of the situation. He 
said that if the reserve were permitted 
to run down to $50,000,000 an alarm 
might be created that would result in 
Serious consequences. 

We are not sure there would be any 
alarm, but we are quite sure that the 
depletion of the reserve at this time is a 
much more serious matter than it was 
when the Sherman law was in opera- 


currency system and is a very material 
part of the volume of circulation.

The largest additions that have ever 
been made to the volume of our currency 
during the last thirty years were at the 
rate of $4,500,000 a month when the 
Sherman law was in operation, but for 
some time our gold has been going 
abroad at the rate of more than $25,000,- 
000 2 month.

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Louisiana and Our Exposition. 

The New Orleans papers are backing 
the Atlanta exposition in a_ sensible 
and business-like way. 

The Picayune, after calling attention 
to the endorsement of the exposition by 
the southern governors and the press 
and business organizations of the coun- 
try, urges the legislature to make an 
appropriation that will enable Louisiana 
to make a first-class exhibit. It says: 
This is no sentimental matter; as was to @ 
large extent the Columbian exposition at 
Chicago, but is wholly a business affair. 
What is wanted in an exhibit at Atlanta 
is a full and complete showing of the sugar, 
cotton and rice production and manufact- 
ures of Louisiana, and a proper representa- 
tion of the timber, minerals and fishery 
products of the state, with all the requisite 
information pertaining to them, besides 
maps showing railroads and waterways, 
and statistics concerniny the 
of the climate. All matters which possess 
a commercial value hould be provided for 
in the appropriation, which should be as 
liberal as possible. 
There is every reason 
ture should make such an appropriation, 
and none why it should not. The great in- 
dustrial and commercial depression from 
which the whole country is suffering has 
borne most heavily upon the western states, 
where, indeed, it started, and by conse- 
quence that region, which formerly ab- 
sorbed most of the foreign and domestic 
capital seeking investment, is now in much 
diminished esteem with capitalists. It is 
beiieved that such a juncture of circum- 
stances presents a peculiar opportunity for 
advertising the south, for which the pro- 
posed exposition at Atlanta presents a most 
favorable occasion. 

The Times-Democrat is on the same 
line. It says that our cotton exposition 


why the legisla- 


twelve years ago was a revelation to 
the country and created a new spirit in 
the south, and started that section upon 
its present career of progress. The new 
exposition, The Times-Democrat pre- 
dicts, will accomplish a similar work on 
a much larger seale. Our contemporary 
favors a government appropriation and 
liberal state appropriations, and says of 
Louisiana: 

In view of the fact that our legislature is 
now in session, Louisiana is the first asked 
to vote the necessary appropriation. 
we gave an exposition in New ,Orleans and 
invited the other states here, all, Georgia 
particularly, responded liberally; but we do 
not advance this as an argument in favor 
of an appropriation. Louisiana is asked to 
provide for a state exhibit, not on accoynt 
of former favors, but because it will be 
benefited tenfold. That point need not be 
discussed, as it has already been thorough- 
ly tested, and we know that for every dol- 
lar invested in a state exhibit we will get 
back ten or a hundred fold. 

With such approvals, with demands so 
unanimous for a handsome state exhibit, 
the legislature will certainly not refuse an 
appropriation for it. What that appropria- 
tion should be will depend upon the amount 
available; but the legislature should not 
forget that the more it gives, and the better 
Louisiana is represented, the more the peo- 
ple will get in return in new industries, 
capital invested and immigrants. 

The spirit of the Louisiana, people re- 
flected in their leading newspapers is 
the spirit of progress, and it is to be 
hoped that it will be contagious. Lou- 
isiana has it in her power to make a 
magnificent display of her resources,and 
products at our exposition—one that will 
attract the attention of the outside 
world—and we take it for granted that 
her legislature will see that no obstacle 
is thrown in the way. 

Every state in the union should make 
liberal provision for exhibits that will 
give our Spanish-American visitors an 
idea of what inducements they can offer 
foreign consumers. The exposition will 
bring together the representatives of 
the trading, producing and consuming 
classes of the United States and the 
countries south of us. It will open a 
new era of commerce and industry, and 
the cities and states that desire to go to 
the front in this movement should re- 
member that Atlanta will be the start- 
ing point, and that there is no time to be 
lost in getting ready for it.

Silver in the South. 

The other day we called attention to 
the fact that in South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Arkansas and Alabama and in other

“dates for elective officers are all: genu- 
ine bimetallists when they get on the 
stump before the~people. 

In South. Carolina, where the strife 
between the democratic factions is more 
bitter than it is in any other state, there 
is practical unanimity on the silver ques- 
tion. The gubernatorial and senatorial 
candidates advocate the restoration of 
silver as standard money, and they fa- 
vor the. free coinage of both metals, 
without discrimination against either. 
This is so well undérstood that The 
Charleston News and’ Courier heads an 
account of a joint debate between But- 
ler and Tillman with the following: 


A Matter of Men; not Principles—Both 
Candidates Apparently on the Same Plat- 
form. 

This admission must be inexpressibly 


mortifying to a paper tied to a national 
bank which has for years past fought 
silver with all its might. Despite its 
crusade against the white metal, The 
News and Courier now stands alone in 
South Carolina, and it is forced to rec- 
ognize the fact that the’ present state 
campaign is “a matter of men, not prin- 
ciples,” and that its gold standard argu- 
ments have failed to make enough con- 
verts to draw out a candidate who is 
willing to take up the fight against sil- 
ver. 

Our Charleston contemporary quotes 
Senator Butler as saying: ° 

I advocate free coinage of silver because 
it will increase our currency. 

Governgr Tillman is} eyually' out- 
spoken, and it is impossible to read 
their speeches without coming to the 
conclusion that an anti-silver candidate 
in South Carolina would not be able to 
attract a corporal’s guard of Yollowers. 

The South Carolina ease is full of 
‘striking significance, because the two 
democratic factions have been trying to 
get as far apart as possible. They dare 
to differ about some things, but this im- 
portant matter of silver cannot be trifled 
with, and the factions and their leaders 
are all standing on the bimetallic plank, 
while the candidates are shouting them- 
selves hoarse for free silver. 

The meaning of this is too pfain to be 
mistaken.

The New York Sun and other eastern 
newspapers that sometimes take oaca- 
Sion to lean freely toward democratite 
ideas have a good deai to say about the 
“democratic constitution,” which is the 
large and flowing name they have given 
to the Chicago platform. A better name 
for it is “the constitution and the law 
of the parity,” but, after all, the name 
it goes by is of no consequence. We 
may call it what we please, and yet the 
attitude of The Sun and other eastern 
newspapers that lean to the platform 
one day and spurn it the next cannot be 
explained in or@inary terms. 

Here is The Sun talking about “the 
democratic constitution” in the loudest 
and most fervid manner. The “demo- 
cratic constitution” is so important that 
“the national convention alone has 
power to change it,” and for that rea- 
son The Sun protests against the income 
tax. It asks if “the fundamental prin- 
ciples of democracy” as “proclaimed by 
the national convention,” are “free td 
be overthrown by act of congress.” 

But when a real and vital pledge of 
the platform, such ag that which de- 
clares that both gold and silver shall be 
the standard money of the country and 
that the mints shall be open to both 
metals on the same terms, comes up for 
consideration The Sun and other eastern 
democratic newspapers lean just as far 
away from the platform as John Sher- 
man does. ; 

What is sauce for the southern goose 
is very far from being sauce for the 
eastern gander. The income tax is not 
in the platform, but the horrible thing 
about it ig that it compels the wealthy 
of the cogntry to contribute their pro- 
portionate share to the support of the 
government. Consequently, to even 
speak about it in a loud voice is to vio- 
late the pledges of the platform. 

On the other hand, the propogition to 
open the mints to silver, although it ‘is 
a pledge of the platform, is even more 
horrible than the income tax, because it 
would have a tendency to cut off the 
profits of those who clip the coupons 
from government bonds, and who’ col- 
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lect interest on mortgages. One mo- 
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presented 


ment the platform is the most precious 
affair ever known; the next its most 
vital pledge is a “glittering generaltty,” 
woven like the spider’s web to entrap 
and deceive. Today the platform is “the 
democratic constitution,” embodying 
the fundamental principles of the party. 
Tomorrow it is a collection of Dead sea 
hoss apples. 

We advise the eastern democrats to 
get together and make up their minds 
as to the platform. What is it and 
what does it mean? If it is a breach of 
doctrine to introduce in congress a tax 
bill not mentioned in the. democratic 
constitution, what sort of an offense is 
it to repudiate and ignore one of the 
vital pledges made in that constitution? | 
Everywhere, in all parts of the coun- 
try, information is wanted on this point. 

The democratic newspapers of the 
east that are raising such a tempest in 
a teapot over the income tax should 
bear in mind the important fact that 


‘the income tax as a measure of raising 


revenue would never have been heard 
of in the present congress but for the 
concessions that the democratic tariff 
reformers in both houses were compelled 
to make te the demands of the monopo- 
lies and trusts represented by the east- 
ern coalition of democrats and repub- 
licans organized to protect the interests 
of the gold trust, the sugar trust and 
the millionaire manufacturers. 
What is most strange to all conserva- 
tive citizens is the effort of these thrice 
protected monopolies to escape the re- 
sults of a revenue deficit caused by con- 
cessions to their demands. Do they ex- 
pect to eat their cake and have it, too? 
The true democratie policy was not con- 
cerned with levying an income tax when 
the party went into power. Such a tax 
was not discussed anywhere. The dem- 
ocratic tariff ‘policy was the imposition 
of customs duties for revenue only. This 
meant, of course, the collection of a tax 
on such articles as would most readily 
yield a revenue to the government. The 
element of protection for protection’s 
sake was to be entirely eliminated from 
the schedules, leaving the result of inci- 
dental protection to benefit manufac- 
turers and wage-earners. | 
But in the very beginning the party 
found itself confronted by an eastern 
coalition of democrats and republicans 
too powerful to resist. The Wilson bill, 
as it came from the house was not a 
revenue bill. It wasS more protective 
in all its features than any measure 
the Randall democrats ever dreamed 
of, and more sectional—being a _ broad- 
side attack on southern interests in the 
items of free iron, free lumber and free 
coal. Instead of providing for reliey- 
ing the people of taxation it created an 
estimated deficit in the revenues of the 
government of $60,000,000. When the 
bill went to the house it was somewhat 
improved by judicious amendments. To 
protect the people in some: degree, the 
income tax feature was added. It was 
the last resort of those democrats who 
stood for the interests of the taxpayers. 
We are of the opinion that the east 
would do well to swallow the income 
tax and say nothing about it. In every 
other respect they have had as big a 


victory in manipulating the tariff bill, 


as if John Sherman himself were the 
daddy of it.

One of the liveliest swells about Washing- 
ton is Prince Iturbide, whose grandfather 
was emperor of Mexico in 1821, and who was 
adopted,by Emperor Maximilian and Em- 
press Carlotta, who were denied children 
of there own and intended to make him 
their heir. His mother was a Georgetown 
woman and was married to his father when 
the latter was a student at the Catholic 
university there. The young prince is a 
handsome but dissipated fellow, and has 
disposed of a large fortune. He has a 
record of losing $30,000 at baccarat in a sin- 
gle night.

Is not the real troubié 
to be found in the fact that all of this mon- 
ey vas invested under one standard of 
money and the collapse caused by'sthe de- 
preciation of values resulting from anotner 
Standard? In other words, is it uot the re 
sult of the appreciation in gold and the de 
preciation in silver and the consequent ae- 
snoralization of business values caused Dy 
the establishment of the single gola stand- 
ard. Those people invested their money m 
Colorado and other western states, and 
bought by these unfortunate creditors when 
forced to sale under the collapse cuused 
by the single gold standard, had probably 
decreased in value from 60 to 76 per cent. 
Hence the collapse. 

Some years ago Hon. Jonh G. Carlisle, 
now secretary of the treasury, in defending 
the use of silver as a standard money met- 
al, trom his seat on the floor of the bouse 
of representatives. attacked most vigorous- 
ly the “conspiracy” to destroy “from tnree- 
sevenths to one-half of the metailic money 
of the world,” the words quoted being his 
own; and of the danger jurking pbeninda 
the consummation of this terrible outrage 
he uttered these most significant words: 

“The consummation of such a scheme 
would ultimately entail more misery upon 
the human race than all the wars, pesti- 
lences, and famines that ever occurred 12 
the history of the worid.” : 

Now, Mr. Editor, was not this a propre 
cy? Has not the pestilence of demonetiza- 
tion done its fearful work, as predictea: 
Is not the horrible failure in Venver, and 
other vast collapses which have taken 
place, direct evidence of the truth of Mr. 
Carlisle’s lamentable prophecy of wnat 
would follow the “consummation of such & 
scheme?’ 

From the continuation of the same dieas- 
trous, demoralizing and pestilentiai resuits, 
may the good God in His mercy deiiver US, 
and may that mercy allow Him, in the final 
day. of judgment to took with compassion 
and forgiveness upon those who have 
wrought this ruin on our people, is me 
prayer of A BIMBTALLIS!.

The reason the council made this change 
is that heretofore the taxpayers have de- 
layed the payment of their business taxes 
until the last two or three days allowed, 
and it was thought wise to make them 
come to taw within five days, instead of 


ten. 
‘But the defaulters this year will have 


lighter costs than in the past. 

When a levy is made on a fi. fa. of more 
than $100 the cost will be $1, instead of 
$2, as it has been heretofore. 

When property is bought in by the city 
at marshal’s sale, and also when the qui@ 
claim deed is made by the city, the cost, 
which has heretofore been $3.50, ig to be $2 


in each case. 

But the council say what they want to 
change particularly is the ten days’ allow- 
ance, reducing it to a shorter time in which 
the taxes may be paid. Their idea is to 
spur the license payers up to the time for 

aying taxes. . They say the ten days al- 
owance has rather tended to make the tax- 
payers feel too much at ease, and has 
caused much delay in the payment of 
these business taxes. 

There were few changes made in the 
amount of taxes. 

It was decided to change the tax on mon- 
ey lenders from $50 to $100. 

The tax on steam laundries has always 
been $50, but the tax on other laundries 
has been $25. The ordinance has been so 
changed that all laundries will be taxed 
$50 in the future. 

There was quite an interesting debate on 
the question of fixing the tax on coal deal- 
ers and agents for coal mines. 

Mr. Dimmock moved to put the same tax 
on agents for coal mines as rests upon the 
local coal dealers. He said it was hurtful 
to the interests of the local coal dealers, 
who had to pay the city this tax, for these 
agents of coal mines away from here to 
come to Atlanta and, without paying the 
tax, sell their coal to Atlanta consumers, 
when the city got no benefits from the sales. 
The local coal dealers paid the tax, and he 
thought the agents from distant towns 
representing coal mines ought to be made 
to pay the tax, too. 

Under the argument raised by him the 
eaquncil decided to place the tax upon the 
agents as well as the local coal dealers, 
but subsequently reconsidered their former 
action, and, aftér Mr. Dimmock left the 
hall, removed the tax on the agents from 
the coal mines. Thus, the law will stand 
as it has been all along_in this respect. 

Further than these tMffling changes the 
ordinance was passed very much in the 
game shape it was last year and as it 
has been for a number of years past. 

There were, perhaps, fewer changes rnade 
in the schedule of business taxes this year 
than have ever been made before.

PRESIDENT NICKLIN QUITE HOPEFUL, 


He Feels Certain That the Team Will Be 
Located Today or Tomorrow~—The 
Games to Be Played Today. 


The Macon baseball team fs still in Macon 
and there is very little change in the situa- 
tion from that of Tuesday night. 

president Nicklin is in Chattanooga 
jistening to the pleas of other cities for the 
franchise. 

Chattanooga wants the franchise, and so 
does Little Rock, Ark. Then Montgomery 

looking to the vacancy, as well as are 

Columbus and Augusta. President Nicklin 
appears to favor Little Rock, but that 
town is too far away to allow the game 
to live any length of time. 

Private advices from Macon last night in- 
dicate that the team will leave Macon for 
Montgomery, where the Savannahs will 
come, President Nicklin, of course, allow- 
jng the transfer of the games, and that 
this afternoon the Montgomery people will 
have another opportunity of seeing a game 
ef ball. President Nicklin is not at all dis- 
couraged over the situation, but talks very 
popeful and says that the association was 
pever On a firmer basis. 

Just how he comes to that conclusion is 
hard to see. 

The fall down of Macon has caused the 
best baseball men of the city to come 
to the conclusion that there are at least 
six good baseball towns in the south, and 
to favor the formation of a six-club league, 
Just now the experiment could be made bet- 
ter than ever before, and the probabilities 
are that such another chance to test the 
plan will never be known. 

It is well known that Mobile is one of 
the best baseball towns in the south and 
that the team there is backed by a man 
who never gives up. It is known, too, that 
he is not making any too much mcwey out 
of it this year. Now if Mobile would re- 
tire that would leave clubs in six of the 
strongest cities in tke south, the game 
would pull through and the experiment 
could be thoroughly made this year. 

But, of course, Jack Hooper would not 
think of throwing up his team or abandon- 
ing his franchise, and it is understood that 
ah arrangement can be made by which 
nothing of the kind would be even thought 
of. It is well known that Sullivan has 
made n@ effort to put a team in Atlanta 
that Atlanta should have. Now it has 
been suggested that Hooper could have the 
Atlanta franchise for the rest of the year 
‘by asking for it and that the transplant- 
ing of his team to Atlanta would mean 
money for him the rest of the season. 

‘But the jumps are long it is true. Still 
every one of the cities, with the possible 
exception of Savannah, could stand them, 
as they are all good paying towns. 

If such a plan could be accomplished it 
would not in the least affect Mr. Hooper’s 
ownership of the Mobile franchise in the 
reorganization of the league next year. 

Wimat President Nicklin Says. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 20.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution’s representative called 
upon President J. B. Nicklin this evening 
and asked him what will be done in regard 
to the Macon club. 

‘IT have just wired to Manager Hill,”’ said 
he, “telling him that I would guarantee 
all expenses and salaries on the Savannah 
trip and to go ahead and play the three 
games there. That will hold the club: to- 
gether for the next three days. In the 
meanwhile I will endeavor to have some 
city take the club and finish the season 
With it. Columbus and Augusta are not in 
condition to take hold and either Chatta- 
nooga or Little Rock, Ark., will get it. 

“Little Rock wants it, and so does Chat- 
tanooga, but the probabilities are that Lit- 
tle Rock will get it. I have changed the 
schedule games of Mobile and Nashville on 
“4 2ist; 224 and 2éd at Mobile to Nash- 
ville.’’ 

Since President Nicklin was seen a tele- 
gram came from Manager Hill wanting to 
know if he would pay or guarantee the 
$700 back salary due the team. President 
Nicklin said: 

“I eannot do that; I have guaranteed ex- 
penses and salaries on the Savannah trip, 
and that is all I can do. Hill is asking too 
much of me. 

“The Southern League is on a gound foun- 
dation, a firm paying basis,’’ continued 

President Nicklin, ‘‘and the iittle trouble 
with Macon will not amount to much. 
While it has been very annoying there will 
be nothing of it. We will place the Macon 
club with some other city, rent it to them, 
and finish the season all right. I have been 
receiving telegrams all day from the vari- 
ous managers and league officials and the 
general opinion is that the Macon boys had 
better go on to Savannah and play the 
series of games there, and by the time they 
have finished a transfer will have been ef- 
fected with some city that will be able to 
take care of the club during the rest of the 
Season. I have just received a telegram 
from R. B. Armour, of Memphis, who is 
acting for Little Rock parties, and his mes- 
Sage says: ‘Yes, Little Rock will take 
franchise.’ But that is a good deal out of 
the- way and if possible we want to make 
@rrangement with Montgomery, and prob- 
ably will.’’

SHOT IN WACO. 


Bob Anderson, Brother of Judge An- 
derson, Dangerously Wounded. 
“Bob” Anderson, who for a number of 
years wore an Atlanta police uniform, was 
shot at Waco, Tex., yesterday alternoon, 

and his injuries may be fatal. 

The first news of the shooting was receiv- 
ed in Atlanta in a telegram io Judge James 
A. Anderson, a brother of the wounded 
man. This telegram was received yesterday 
afternoon from one cf fob Anderson’s 
daughters, and stated that her father had 
been shot and would probably aie. Juage 
Anderson was asked to come to Waco at 
once. He had barely time to catch the train 
for the west, but he made it, and left yes- 
terday afternoon for his brother's side. 

A later telegram received at The Consti- 
tution office last night states that Ander- 
son was accidentally shot, and may re- 
cover. 

Bob Anderson was known to nearly every- 
body in Atlanta previous to four years ago, 
when he left the police force. He was a 
brave officer. Since he left Atlanta he has 
been on the police force at Waco, and was 
an Officer at the time he was shot. 


A MOTHER’S BRUTALITY. 


Her Two-Day-Old Child Found in the 
Back Yard with Its Neck Broken. 
Mary Jane Ellington, an eighteen-year-old 
negro girl, will have to answer the charge 

of infanticide, 

Yesterday afterncon some unknown pey- 
son telephoned to police headquarters and 
stated that if an officer was sent to the 
residence of the Ellington woman, on Spring 
street, a dead babe might be found. 

Patrolmen Beavers and Coker were sent 
out and made a survey of the premises. In 
the back yard they found a new-made 
grave, which they lost no time in opening. 
It contained a box, inside of which was a 
small infant, apparently a day or two old. 
Examination showed that the child’s neck 
had been broken, and that it had been 
killed in that way. 

The officers arrested the Ellington woman 
and sent her to police headquarters. They 
also took charge of the remains of the in- 
fant and turned it over to Coroner Paden, 
who will hold an inquest today. 

At first the woman denied knowing any- 
thing about the child, but later admitted 
that it was hers. She still denies having 
killed it, however. She will have to answer 
to the charge of infanticide.

John Lacewell to Be Given a Preliminary 
Hearing This Morning. 


HE HAS SECURED TWO ATTORNEYS 


And Seems Very Hopeful—Patroimap Bar- 
rett Says There’s Something Back ofthe 
Tragedy That Hasn’t Been Told Yet. 


John Lacewell, who exerted his best ef- 
forts to kill Patrolman Tom Barrett, will 
be given a prelimniary hearing this mor.ing 
at 10 o’clock. It has not yet been decided 
before which justice the hearing will be 
had. 

There are two warrants against Lacewell, 
one for assault with intent to murder, and 
one for carrying concealed weapons. The 
last will probably not be pushed and the 
trial today will be on the more serious 
charge. 

Lacewell has lost none of his cheerfulness 
gince he bas been in the poiice station. He 
is as hopeful as he ever was. The first 
hour he was put behind the bars he turned 
his eyes toward the future, and employed 
attorneys to secure the best possible show- 
ing for him. His attorneys are Colonel W. 
Cc. Glenn and Mr. Heywood. 

They called at police headquarters yester- 
Gay afternoon and had a talk with Lace- 
well. He was perceptibly pleased when they 
told him that there was a prospect vf his 
getting a trial today. He chatted with them 
in the most matter-of-fact style, and occas- 
icnally laughed heartily. 

While Lacewell’s attorneys were talking 
with him, Patrolman Barrett was at police 
headquarters. His face was nearly hidden 
with bandages, but he was otherwise all 
right. His voice is thick and changed, but 
he talks without great dilficulty. tte Says 
the ball plowed up the roots under his 
tongue. barrett thinks that there is some- 
thing back of the shooting that no one has 
heard of yet. Said he yesterday: “1 don't 
know what it is, and can’t imagine, but 
there’s something. What passed between 
us was nothing. I did not think much of 
it, and hadn’t the slightest idea that l 
Was going to be shot. Why he did itis a 
mystery, but he had some reason.” 

At the trial today Laceweii may 
something that he has not yet told. But 
it is hardly probable. He has a way ol 
talking out piainly, and he has about cov- 
ered ail the xzround in Ais statements con- 
cerning the troubie.

.- sion of Routine Work Break Away. 

The meeting of the executive committee 
of the Southeastern Tariff Association yes- 
terday turned out considerable routine work, 
but nothing of particular interest to the 
outside world. 

The new officers recently elected at the 
regular annual meeting of the association 
held in Washington were inaugurated and 
became the power behind the throne of the 
organization of insurance men in this sec- 
tion of the country.

McCerren, Mississippi; Clarence F. Low, 
Louisiana; L. R. Warren, Virginia. 

The work of shaping plans for legislation 
was referred to a special committee, which 
will report later.

The Southeastern Tariff Association was 
never in better shape than now.

Cornelia Johnson Enters Suit Against 
the Atlanta Traction Company. 


Cornelia Johnson, one of the colored pic- 
nickers who was injured in the recent col- 
lision near Decatur, wants $5,000 damages 
from the Atlanta Traction Company. 

Yesterday an intervention was filed in the 
United States court to that effect. The ex- 
tent of her injuries was set forth. in the 
intervention as follows: 

“She was injured, bruised and contused 
on her right side, her left knee and knee- 
cap were bruised and contused. She was 
bruised, lacerated and shocked internally, 
and her lungs and pulmonary tissues were 
lacerated and engorged and her whole sys- 
tem shocked,”’
